US doctors defeat leukemia with 
modified HIV 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US doc¬ 
tors say they have saved a 
seven-year-old girl who was 
close to dying from leukemia 
by pioneering the use of an un¬ 
likely ally: a modified form of 
the HIV virus. 

After fighting her disease 
with chemotherapy for almost 
two years and suffering two re¬ 
lapses, the young girl "faced 
grim prospects," doctors at 
Children’s Hospital of Phila- 
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delphia said. 

So in February this year 
they agreed to take her on in an 
experimental program that 
fought fire with fire. 

Helped by a genetically al¬ 
tered HIV virus — stripped of 
its devastating properties that 
cause AIDS — doctors turned 
the girl's own immune cells 
into a superior force able to 
rout the "aggressive" leuke¬ 
mia. 

Emily Whitehead was the 
first child and is one of only a 
handful of people in total to be 


given what's officially known 
as CTL019 therapy. The hospi¬ 
tal stressed this could not yet 
be called "a magic bullet." 

However in her case at least 
the success was dramatic. 

During the treatment, Emily 
became very ill and went into 
the intensive care unit, under¬ 
lining how risky the procedure 
can be. However, drugs that 
partly block the immune reac¬ 
tion were administered, with¬ 
out interfering with the 
anti-leukemia action, and she 
recovered, the hospital said.

APA sets the record straight regarding 
crane and cargo incident 



garding a matter which oc¬ 
curred and which was duly 
handled by APA. The facts are: 
while their Gantry crane was 
out of service for repairs as a 
result of an incident which oc¬ 
curred, their mobile crane un¬ 
fortunately suffered a 
brake-down and they were 
forced to work with the ships’ 
cranes in order to unload 
cargo. This happened for no 
more than three days. All cargo 
unloading continued uninter¬ 
rupted, which means there was 
absolutely no loss of income 
because of the interruption of 
service. 


They had to look for a 
part for the mobile crane. 
The part that broke is not 
a fast moving part which 
APA would not normally 
have in stock. Upon the 
advice of the manufac¬ 
turer and of other similar 
wharfs with an identical 
crane as that of Aruba, 
APA maintains an exten¬ 
sive list of parts in Aruba. 
All other parts are in stock 
at the manufacturer in 
Miami. 

There was no question 
about making new invest¬ 
ments, because they already 
have a large investment in 
parts and in their local stock. 

With respect to Gantry, they 
were never required to make 
any investment in cables. An 
incident took place where a 
chain snapped under the 
weight of a heavy piece of 
cargo, which is what put this 
crane out of operation. At the 
moment, both cranes are in full 
operation, while the mobile 
crane has been returned to 
service as of the 28th of No¬ 
vember.

Cayman Islands premier 
arrested in graft probe 


Software pioneer McAfee expects to be 
freed 'soon' 


GRAND CAYMAN (AFP) - 
Police in the Caribbean tax 
haven of the Cayman Islands 
arrested Prime Minister Mc- 
Keeva Bush yesterday on 
charges he had misused a go¬ 
vernment credit card and ille¬ 
gally imported explosives. 

The Cayman chain — Grand 
Cayman, Cayman Brae and 
Little Cayman — are an inter¬ 
national financial center and a 
British overseas territory with 
57,000 citizens, an elected as¬ 
sembly and a governor ap¬ 
pointed by London. 

The Royal Caymans Police 
Service said Bush, 57, was ar¬ 
rested at his home in Bay West 
at 7:00 am and is "currently 
detained in police custody in 
connection with a number of 
ongoing investigations." 

Bush is being held on sus¬ 
picion of alleged misuse of a 
government credit card and of 
abuse of office "in connection 
with the alleged importation of 
explosive substances without 
valid permits on or before Feb¬ 
ruary 2012." 

Governor Duncan Taylor, 
appointed by Queen Elizabeth 


to represent the British govern¬ 
ment on the islands, confirmed 
he had been made aware of the 
arrest and said the case was a 
matter for the islands' police 
commissioner. 

"I expect him to carry out a 
robust, fair and comprehensive 
investigation, regardless of the 
individual concerned," he 
added in a statement. 

Bush is leader of the Uni¬ 
ted Democratic Party and has 
been active in island politics 
since the 1980s. He was 
elected prime minister in 2009. 

Assembly members from 
the ruling UDP issued a brief 
statement saying that they 
learned about the arrest along 
with everyone else and would 
make no comment on what 
was an ongoing police investi¬ 
gation. 

"We the government fully 
understand the gravity of this 
matter. We confirm that caucus 
is presently convened, and fur¬ 
ther statements will be issued 
in due course," they said, in a 
note signed by an eight-mem¬ 
ber caucus. 


LONDON(AFP) - US anti¬ 
virus software pioneer John 
McAfee said yesterday he was 
"100 percent certain" he would 
secure freedom from a 
Guatemalan detention centre 
within 24 hours. 

The 67-year-old, who was 
arrested for making an illegal 
entry into the Central Ameri¬ 
can country on December 5, 
told Sky News that he expects 


SAN SALVADOR (AFP) - El 
Salvador yesterday accepted 
responsibility for the 1981 
massacre of more than 1,000 
people in the village of El Mo- 
zote in the course of a counter¬ 
insurgency sweep. 

The Inter-American Court 
of Human Rights on Monday 
handed down a ruling that de¬ 
clared the Salvadoran state re¬ 
sponsible for "violating the 
right to life, personal integrity 
and private property" in the 
Mozote case. 

The Salvadoran foreign 
ministry issued a statement 
yesterday saying the govern¬

When asked what the 
chances were of being sent to 
the US and avoiding extradi¬ 
tion to Belize, McAfee replied: 
"100 percent, I think later 
today there will be more infor¬ 
mation about that." 

McAfee, 67, insists he had 
nothing to do with the killing 
on the palm-fringed island of 
Ambergris Caye, where both 
men lived, and told Sky News 
he left "for his own safety". 

"I cannot ever return to Be¬ 
lize," he added. "There is no 
hope for my life if I am ever 
returned to Belize". 

Belize Prime Minister Dean 
Barrow has called McAfee 
"extremely paranoid, even 
bonkers".

International military 
chiefs hold talks on 
Syrian situation

LONDON (AFP) - Interna¬ 
tional military chiefs met in 
London to discuss the Syria 
conflict, a diplomatic source 
said Tuesday, after a report that 
they discussed plans to train 
rebels and give air and naval 
support. 

General David Richards, the 
head of Britain’s armed forces, 
held talks recently in London 
with military leaders from 
France, Turkey, Jordan, Qatar, 
the United Arab Emirates and 
a US general, the Independent 
newspaper reported. 

A British diplomatic source 
confirmed that the military 
leaders had held talks, but 
played down the idea that they 
discussed military intervention 
against the regime of Syrian 
President Bashar al-Assad. 

The Independent however 
said that during the meeting, 
which was organised at the re¬ 
quest of Prime Minister David 
Cameron, the military chiefs 
held detailed strategic discus¬ 
sions about how to help the 
Syrian rebels. 

Britain, France and the 
United States have pledged not 
to put "boots on the ground" to 
help the rebels, meaning 
Turkey would most likely host 
the training camps, the Inde¬ 
pendent said. 


Britain’s Ministry of De¬ 
fence would not confirm the 
report and repeated its com¬ 
mitment to finding a diplo¬ 
matic end to the conflict. 

But the meeting reflects the 
growing international momen¬ 
tum towards ending the con¬ 
flict in Syria. 

Cameron held talks in Lon¬ 
don on Tuesday with Jordan’s 
King Abdullah II during which 
they discussed the situation in 
Syria. 

His Downing Street office 
said they "agreed on the need 
for international action to end 
the conflict through a political 
transition" and to respond to 
the deteriorating humanitarian 
situation in Syria. 

They also agreed on the 
need to support Syria’s new na¬ 
tional opposition coalition "as 
they continue to establish 
themselves as a credible, dem¬ 
ocratic and inclusive alterna¬ 
tive to the Assad regime." 

Talk of arming the rebels 
has increased in recent weeks 
since the establishment of the 
coalition, with Britain saying 
last week it would press its Eu¬ 
ropean partners in March to 
amend the arms embargo on 
Syria to allow them to provide 
weapons to the opposition. 


UN emergency fund makes record 
payments 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP)- 
The United Nations’ emergency 
humanitarian fund paid out a 
record $465 million in 2012 as 
the Syria conflict drained inter¬ 
national relief cash, officials 
said Tuesday. 

Top donors, led by Britain 
and Scandinavian nations, have 


called on more countries to help 
keep alive the UN Central 
Emergency Response Fund, 
which has had to bolster emer¬ 
gency operations in Syria, 
Democratic Republic of Congo 
and the Sahel region. 

UN humanitarian chief Va¬ 
lerie Amos said "this $465 mil¬ 


lion is the highest amount we 
have ever allocated in a calen¬ 
dar year." 

The United States will next 
year give $4 million to the fund, 
but stresses that it gives most of 
its aid direct to UN agencies. 
China gave $500,000 to the 
fund in 2012.

Indonesia says it has found more 
virulent bird flu strain 


JAKARTA (AFP) - Indonesia 
has identified the bird flu virus 
that killed hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of ducks in recent weeks 
as a more virulent type which is 
new to the country, according to 
a letter seen Tuesday. 

"We found a highly patho¬ 
genic avian influenza sub-type 
H5N1 (virus) with clade 2.3..." 
the agriculture ministry's veteri¬ 
nary chief Syukur Iwantoro 
said in the letter obtained by 
AFP. "This clade is a new clade 
found for the first time in In¬ 
donesia, that is very different to 
the avian influenza found be¬ 
fore, which is clade 2.1." 

A clade is a group of organ¬ 
isms, usually species, with a 
common ancestor. 

A poultry breeders' associa¬ 
tion had reported the death of 
more than 300,000 ducks in 


several provinces on Java is¬ 
land since November to the 
ministry. 

The veterinary office found 
the H5N1 virus involved was a 
different clade to that usually 
found in Indonesia, said Iwan- 
toro's letter to local government 
offices and the World Health 
Organisation (WHO). 

Iwantoro called for further 
research into whether there had 
been a genetic shift in the virus 
previously found in the country, 
or whether the new strain orig¬ 
inated overseas. 

"There is a suspicion that the 
virus has spread from other 
countries, possibly from Viet¬ 
nam or Thailand," Emil Agus- 
tiono, secretary of the national 
commission of zoonosis control 
that oversees bird flu, told AFP. 

Health officials have told 


local governments to stop and 
check motorbikes and pick-up 
trucks commonly used to trans¬ 
port poultry, to try to reduce the 
spread of the virus. 

The health ministry has told 
local offices to be vigilant for 
more massive poultry deaths, or 
for deaths of people in the 
vicinity, its head of communi¬ 
cable disease Tjandra Yoga 
Aditama told AFP. 

Bird flu typically spreads 
from birds to humans through 
direct contact, but experts fear 
it could mutate into a form that 
is easily transmissible between 
humans. 

Indonesia has suffered the 
world's worst human fatalities 
from bird flu with 159 deaths 
since 2003 out of 359 world¬ 
wide, according to the WHO.

’’Earlier today, we made a 
change to our DNS infrastruc¬ 
ture and that change resulted 
in some people being tem¬ 
porarily unable to reach the 
site,” Facebook said in re¬ 
sponse to an AFP inquiry. 

”We detected and resolved 
the issue quickly, and we are 
now back to 100 percent. We 
apologize for any inconven-

ience.” 

DNS refers to the Domain 
Name System that involves di¬ 
recting traffic to websites. 

"Facebook isn’t working; 
clearly the start of the end of 
the world,” a Twitter user 
going by the name Jamie 
Chapman said in post at the 
one-to-many messaging serv¬ 
ice. 

Earlier Monday, Gmail 
service was beset by disrup¬ 
tions that prompted users to 
flock to Twitter to express dis¬ 
may and seek information 
about the Web-based email 
service run by Google. 

An online "dashboard” that 
provides real-time updates re¬ 
garding the status of Google 
services showed disruptions to 
both Gmail and Google Drive, 
which lets people store data on 
servers in the Internet ’’cloud.” 

The problems were solved 
by mid-day, according to a 
Google status update.

US probes mobile apps for data collection 
on kids 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators have launched a se¬ 
ries of probes on whether mo¬ 
bile apps targeted at children 
violate privacy laws by col¬ 
lecting and sharing data which 
can be used for detailed pro¬ 
files, officials said Monday. 

The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion said its latest review of 
mobile apps available on 
Apple’s App Store and Google 
Play found that many collect 
personal data, and often share 
this with developers or mar¬ 
keters without disclosing this 
fact to parents. 

An FTC statement said the 
agency ”is launching non-pub¬ 
lic investigations to determine 


whether certain entities in the 
mobile app marketplace are 
violating the Children's Online 
Privacy Protection Act or en¬ 
gaging in unfair or deceptive 
practices in violation of the 
Federal Trade Commission 
Act.” 

Jessica Rich, the FTC's 
deputy enforcement chief, de¬ 
clined to provide details on the 
apps which might be targeted, 
but said that "if they violated 
the laws, we would bring an 
enforcement action.” 

She said the agency was 
not identifying specific apps 
but hopes the developers and 
marketplaces can step up pri¬ 
vacy protections. 


Rich said most apps studied 
by the FTC "made no privacy 
disclosures at all” and that 
those which did so "failed to 
make available the critical in¬ 
formation that parents need.” 

Of particular concern, she 
said, was that apps were col¬ 
lecting and sharing data which 
could allow personal identifi¬ 
cation of children using mobile 
device, track their location or 
provide the phone numbers to 
marketers. 

"Parents may not want their 
kids to be served ads and they 
definitely don't want their kids 
to be served personalized ads 
based on profiles,” she said.

Mass protest as Michigan curbs 
union rights 




Delta buys 49% stake 
in Virgin Atlantic 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Thousands 
of protesters descended on 
Michigan's legislature Tuesday 
as Republican lawmakers 
passed union-curbing "right-to- 
work" bills in a state seen as the 
heart of the labor movement. 

Once signed into law by Re¬ 
publican Governor Rick Sny¬ 
der, the two measures will 
weaken unions by allowing 
public and private sector work¬ 
ers to get the same wages and 
benefits as union members 
even if they refuse to pay any 
dues. 

Democratic lawmakers 
pleaded with their Republican 
colleagues not to pass the con¬ 
troversial bills, which they 
warned would unleash deep so¬ 
cial and political strife. 

State representative Douglas 
Geiss reminded the House 
chamber of the violent clashes 
that accompanied the struggle 
to form unions in the 1930s and 
warned that people feel just as 
strongly about solidarity today. 

At least two people were ar¬ 
rested and troopers deployed pep¬ 
per spray as the protest got rowdy 
in Lansing, state police said. 

Currently, Michigan has a

"closed shop" policy that re¬ 
quires workers who profit from 
collective bargaining to pay 
fees but does not make it 
mandatory for them to become 
union members.

The London-based bank ad¬ 
mitted to having "inadequate" 
controls in place, accepted re¬ 
sponsibility for the group's past 
mistakes and added that it 
would finalise a deal soon with 
Britain's Financial Services 
Authority watchdog. 

The global giant was 
thrown into crisis earlier this 
year when a US Senate report 


ing Indiana became the 23rd 
state to enact right-to-work leg¬ 
islation earlier this year. 

The business-backed meas¬ 
ures had previously been re¬ 
stricted to states - in the south 
and western center of the coun¬ 
try — that already had a weak 
union presence.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Delta 
Air Lines is buying a 49 per¬ 
cent stake in Virgin Atlantic 
Airways, forging a joint ven¬ 
ture to expand their trans-At¬ 
lantic network, the companies 
announced Tuesday. 

Delta, the second-biggest US 
airline by traffic, will invest 
$360 million in the joint ven¬ 
ture, acquiring the stake from 
Singapore Airlines. 

British mogul Richard Bran¬ 
son and his Virgin Atlantic will 
keep the majority 51 percent 
stake and the airline will retain 
its brand and operating certifi¬ 
cate. 

Delta offers service to nearly 
313 destinations in 58 countries 
on six continents and has a fleet 
of more than 700 aircraft. 

Virgin Atlantic, founded in 
1984 by Branson as an offshoot 
of the flamboyant entrepre¬ 
neur's Virgin Group, is Britain's 
second-largest airline serving 
the world's major cities. Based 
at Gatwick, Heathrow and 
Manchester airports, its Airbus 
and Boeing aircraft bear color¬ 
ful names such as English 
Rose, Jersey Girl and Hot Lips. 

The deal requires regulatory 
approval in both the United 
States and the European Union 
and is expected to close by the 
end of 2013. 

Singapore Airlines paid 
about 600 million pounds 
($966.8 million) in 1999 to buy 
the 49 percent stake in Virgin 
Atlantic from Branson. The 
partnership deal was closed in 


early 2000 but did not involve 
integration of operations. 

Last week Singapore Air¬ 
lines confirmed it was in talks 
to sell its stake with interested 
parties.Delta was a possible 
buyer. The struggling carrier 
has seen its financial first-half 
net profit fell 30 percent from 
last year, and warned the out¬ 
look was bleak as the eurozone 
debt crisis dents global busi¬ 
ness confidence. 

Delta investors welcomed 
the deal, sending shares soar¬ 
ing 6.0 percent to $10.75 in late 
morning trade in New York.

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Boyfriend of Amy 
Winehouse 'raped 
woman as she slept 1 



LONDON (AFP) - The 
boyfriend of late Grammy- 
winning British singer Amy 
Winehouse allegedly raped a 
female friend while she was 
asleep, a British court heard 
Monday. 

Reg Traviss, 35, a film direc¬ 
tor who was dating Winehouse 
when she died of alcohol poi¬ 
soning at her London home in 
July last year, faces two counts 
of rape at Southwark Crown 
Court in London. 

The prosecution claims 
Traviss attacked the woman, a 
friend, after she was so drunk 
she could not stand. 

The complainant, who spoke 
from behind a screen, told the 
jury of six men and six women 
that Traviss had been "shat¬ 
tered and quite distressed” by 
Winehouse's death when she 
saw him six weeks before the 
alleged rapes. 


She said she saw Traviss 
three or four times a year, but 
there was no indication of ro¬ 
mance. 

The court heard that Traviss 
and the complainant had been 
drinking at three bars in Lon¬ 
don on December 30 last year 
before going to his home. 

The woman alleges she fell 
asleep twice and woke up to 
Traviss raping her. 

The court heard that the 
woman could not find her un¬ 
derwear when she was about to 
leave Traviss' home. 

Prosecutor Kate Lumsdon 
said Traviss told the alleged 
victim: "I actually want to keep 
them.” 

The court heard that in the 
new year the complainant trav¬ 
elled to New York to stay with 
a friend and waited about three 
weeks before reporting Traviss 
to police once she returned to 
London. 

But Ian Winter, a defence 
lawyer for Traviss, said the two 
were equally drunk and had 
consensual sex. The claims 
were "frankly absurd”, he said. 

After the alleged rapes the 
pair texted each other about 
possibly meeting up the fol¬ 
lowing night to go to a band's 
after-show party. 

The trial continues.

Royal prank station to give 
$500,000 to dead nurse's family 


SYDNEY (AFP) - An Aus¬ 
tralian radio station Tuesday 
pledged at least Aus$500,000 
(US$523,600) to help the 
grieving family of a nurse 
duped by a royal prank phone 
call, after coming under sus¬ 
tained scrutiny over the hoax. 

Nurse Jacintha Saldanha, 
who fielded the hoax call from 
Sydney station 2Day FM to 
Fondon's King Edward VII 
Hospital, was found Friday 
after apparently committing 
suicide. 

The Indian-born mother-of- 
two put the call through to a 
colleague, who divulged de¬ 
tails of the recovery of Prince 
William's pregnant wife Kate 
from severe morning sickness. 

The station initially sus¬ 
pended all advertising after the 
death but said it would resume 
Thursday, with all profits until 
the end of the year given to an 
"appropriate fund that will di¬ 
rectly benefit the family of 
Jacintha Saldanha”. 

The amount donated would 
be at least Aus$500,000, it 
said. 

"We are very sorry for what 
has happened,” Rhys Holleran, 
chief executive of Southern 
Cross Austereo which owns 
the station, said in a statement. 

"We hope that by contribut¬ 
ing to a memorial fund we can 
help to provide the Saldanha 
family with the support they 
need at this very difficult 
time.” 

In the wake of the death the 
company suspended all prank 
calls across its network and 
cancelled the show which ran 
the segment. 

But the station remains 
under renewed pressure to 
fully explain how its royal 
prank call was cleared to air 
after the shattered hosts said 
they were not ultimately re¬ 
sponsible. 

In tearful interviews Mon¬ 
day, 2Day FM presenters Mel 
Greig and Michael Christian 
said that while they made the 


call to the hospital, the hoax 
was vetted by others without 
their involvement. 

"It's not up to us to make 
that decision (to air). We just 
record it and then it goes to the 
other departments to work 
out,” said Greig in an emo¬ 
tional interview with Aus¬ 


tralia's Nine Network. 

Media pressure is growing 
in Australia for the network to 
fully explain how the segment 
made it to air, with the Sydney 
Daily Telegraph claiming sen¬ 
ior management were "dodg¬ 
ing responsibility”.

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NEW YORK (AFP) - Turkey has more journalists in jail 
than any other country, followed by Iran and China, the 
US-based Committee to Protect Journalists (CPJ) said 
Tuesday. The number of journalists in prison reached a 
record high this year, as critical reporters and editors 
were charged with "terrorism" and other crimes against 
the state, the New York-based group said. Turkey had 
jailed at least 49 journalists as of December 1, including 
dozens of Kurdish reporters held on terrorism-related 
charges and other journalists accused of plotting 
against the government, the group said. The total 
marked an increase of 53 from the same day in 2011 and 
the highest since the organization began its survey in 
1990. The previous record of 185 journalists imprisoned 
worldwide was set in 1996.

"I am happy to announce 
we have signed P Zack 
Greinke, the best pitcher on 
the Free Agent Market!” 
Dodgers part-owner Magic 
Johnson wrote on his Twitter 
web site. 

Greinke, 29, captured the 
American League's Cy Young 
Award three years ago as a 
member of the Kansas City 
Royals. The right-hander com¬ 
piled a 16-8 record and a 
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league best 2.16 earned run 
average, along with 205 strike¬ 
outs for the Royals. 

Last year, Greinke had a 15- 
5 mark with a 3.48 ERA in 34 
starts between Milwaukee and 
the Los Angeles Angels. In 
2011, he compiled a 16-6 
record with a 3.83 ERA and 
had 201 strikeouts in 28 games 
with the Brewers. 

Since 2008, he has had a 
70-43 record with a 3.39 ERA. 

Greinke's signing comes 
one day after the addition of 
South Korean left-handed 
pitcher Ryu Hyun-jin, who the 
team inked to a $36 million, 
six-year contract. 

The Dodgers introduced 


Ryu at a news conference. 

"He definitely could come 
in and be a contributor to a 
Major League club immedi¬ 
ately. He can reach back for 
just a little bit extra. He has 
real good mound presence.said 
vice president of international 
scouting Bob Engle.

NFL: Patriots rout Texans in 
elite AFC matchup

- Tom Brady threw for four 
touchdowns and Aaron Her¬ 
nandez grabbed eight passes 
for 58 yards as the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots routed the Hous¬ 
ton Texans 42-14 on Monday 
night. 

Brady was 21-for-35 with 
296 yards while Hernandez 
also had two touchdown 
catches for the Patriots, who 
have won seven straight Na¬ 
tional Football League 
games. 

New England improved to 
10-3 and are now tied with 
Denver and just one game be¬ 
hind first-place Houston for 
top spot in the American Foot¬ 
ball Conference. 

Brandon Lloyd caught a 
touchdown and also recovered 
a fumble in the end zone for a 
score while Donte Stallworth 
had one touchdown catch. 
Stallworth re-signed with the 
team last week. 

Stevan Ridley rushed 18 
times for 72 yards. He scored 
a touchdown in the final quar¬ 
ter which put the game out of 
reach for Houston. New Eng¬ 
land passed the 40-point mark 
for the fifth time this season.
